Submission to Select Committee 

Thank you for your letter dated 6 October 1998 to the Committee's inquiry into the socio- 
economic consequences of the national competition policy. The time and effort taken to put 
your views to the Committee is very much appreciated. 

Please note that all submissions to Senate inquiries become Committee documents. This 
means that the submission becomes the property of the Committee and cannot be disclosed by 
you or any other person until the Committee makes a decision to 'publish' (ie. to make public) 
the information. In some instances, the Committee may choose not to make public a 
document which has been received. This usually occurs when confidential material has been 
supplied. On rare occasions, the Committee may decide not to 'receive' certain material. You 
will in due course be notified of the Committee's decision to make the document public. 

However, it should noted that publication restrictions do not apply to any material that has 
previously been published by the submitting individual or organisation. If your material 
comprises a letter and a previously published document, the letter will be taken to be the 
submission and the document taken to be an attachment. You may then continue to publish 
the attachment in any manner you wish but it should be noted that the latter will not therefore 
have privilege attached to it. Please contact the secretariat should you wish to use any material 
contained in your original submission for any other purpose or if you have any queries about 
parliamentary privilege and committee documents. 

The Committee proposes to hold a series of public hearings on the socio-economic 
consequences of national competition policy, initially in Canberra and then in other places 
around Australia. At that stage, the Committee may contact you again to invite you to give 
oral evidence.
